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RULES and ORDERS. 



SECT. I. 

Of the Officers^ and Manntr of thtlr Elefim. 

I. npHERE (hall be one Prcfident, twelve Vice- 
I Prefidents, two Chairmen to each of the (land- 
ing Committees of the Society, a Secretary, 
an AiSftant Secretary, a Regifter, and a Collector of the 
fubfcription money ; which officers fball be elected, by 
ballot, on the twenty-fecond day of March, annually ; 
unle/s when that day happens on a Sunday, in j^which 
cafe, the eledion to be on the following day ; and on 
that day no other bufmcfs of the Society ihall be traaf- 
a£icd. 

II. In order to this eledlion, the Prefident, one of the 
Vice-Prcfidents, or, in their abfence, fome other member 
appointed by the majority, (hall take the chair at eleven of 
the clock in the forenoon ; two balloting glaffcs, marked 
A. and B. fhali be placed before the chair, the on« for 
receiving the balloting lifts, marked (A.), and the other 
for receiving the balloting lifts, marked (H.), and ftand 
open for receiving lifts until two of the clock in the 
afternoon : at which hour the ballot (hall be clofcd, 
when three fcrutinecrs to each balloting glai's (hail be 
nominated by the Prefident, or prcfidiiig member, to exa- 
mine the lifts ; but, in cafe not more than five members 
(hall attend to vote on that day, the Officers of the pre- 
ceding year (hall be continued till the nixt general 
election. 

Ill, A 
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III. A fufficicnt number of printed balloting lifts of all 
the officers in being, according to the forms annexed 
(A. B.), fliall be ready; in which if any member choofcs 
an alteration, he is to ftrike his pen acrofs the printed 
name, or names, of fuch as he difapproves, and write oti 
the blank fide the name or names of fuch as he would fub- 
ftitute in their place. 

IV". Each member fliall deliver his lifts folded up to the 
Prefident, or prefiding member, to put into the glafles ; 
and the Collector, fitting on the fide of the chair, with a 
lift of the members before him, fhall mark the name of 
each Member fo delivering in his lifts. 

V. When the ballot is clofed, one of the fcrutineers 
Ihail open and read aloud each lift, and file it, while the 
other two or more mark the names ; and when all the lifts 
are drawn, the marking fcrutineers fliall caft up and report 
the fame to the chair ; after which, the "Prefident, Vice- 
Prefident, or prefiding Member, fliall dcelare the perfons 
who have the majority of votes to be the officers refpec- 
tively for the enfuing year. — Such eleflion fliall like- 
wife be declared again at the next meeting of the So- 
ciety. 

VI. If the Prefident, or any of the Vice-Prefidenfs, 
fliall refign or die, the remaining Vicc-Prefidents fliall 
continue to aft and prefide at the meetings of the Society, 
in the order they are placed in the eleftion lift, until the 
next annual meeting for the choice of officers, or fome 
other genera], or extraordinary general meeting, v/hich 
the Society fliall plcafe to appoint for fuch particular 
eledion. 

VII. If any of the officers of Secretary or Affiftant Se- 
cretary, Regifter, or Collwaor, fliall become vacant, a 
perfon fliall be appointed, at ihe next meeting of the So- 
ciety, to act in fuch relpfrilive office of Secretary, Affiftant 
Secretary, Regifter, or Colledor, until the next general 
meeting, or an extraordinary general meeting, which 
Ihall be appointed for elcdting a peifon by ballot, to fill

the vacant office for the remaining part of the year.— In 
cafe the office of Secretary, Affiftant Secretary, Regifter, 
or ColletStor, be at any time refigned, which refignation fhall 
take place on a fubfequent day ; it fhall be in the power of 
the Society to proceed to the election of a proper pcrfon to 
fill fuch office on fuch refignation taking place, or to nomi- 
nate one to hold it pra tempore, until fueh office fliall be 
filled up. 

VIII. At all elections of officers, if the fufFrages fhould 
be equal, the decifion (hall be by lots, prepared by the fcru- 
tineers, and drawn by the Prefidcnt, Vice-Prcfident, or 
prefiding Member. 

IX.' Notice of the annual, or of any occafional eleflion 
of officers, (hall be publifhed three different days, in fuch 
news-papers as the Society fhall order, one week at lead 
before the day of eledtion. 

X. Notwithftanding the ele£lion of officers is annual, 
the Society referve to themfelves the power of removing 
either their Secretary, Affiftant Secretary, Regifter, or Col- 
ledor, by two general or extraordinary general metings ; 
in which cafe the faid, officers fhall be paid their falaries in 
fuch proportions as may be then due to them. 

XI. Neither the Secretary, Affiftant Secretary, the Re- 
gifter, nor the Colledor of the Subfcriptions, (hall be 
members of this Society. 

XII. No perfon, except he fhall have been an officer 
the preceding year, fhall be admitted as a candidate for 
any lucrative employment, without having perfonally pre- 
fented his petition or memorial to the Society, a fort- 
night before the day pf eiedion ; which petition or memo- 
rial fhall be read immediately after the firft, and again 
»fter the fecond reading of the minutes. 
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XIII. No officer who receives a falary, or fervant) {h»U 
be entitled to any premium or bounty whatever from thp 
Society. 

XIV. No officer, or fervant, fhall prefume, under any 
pretence whatfoever, to accept of any prefent or gratuity 
from any candidate for a premium or bounty, or any 
tradefman having dealings with the Society, or any perfon 
coming to fee the Machines, on account of fuch premium, 
bounty, dealing, or infpe^lion. 

XV. No officer, fervant, or perfon, employed to (hew 
the machines in the feveral repofitories, fhall accept any 
gratuity from the maker or feller of any Machines made 
afier Models or Machines, for. which the Society have ad-> 
judged any premium or bounty. 

XVI. A meflenger fhall be chofen or removed at any 
meeting of the Society ; and fo long as he continues in 
their fervice, he fhall be paid a falary of twenty-fix pounds 
a year, and have an annual cloaihing, at an expehce not 
exceeding ten pounds. 

SECT. II. 

Duty of the Preftdent., Vtce-PrtftdentSy and Chairmen. 

I. rpHE duty of the Prefident, Vice-Prefidcnt, (in 
X the order they appear in the lift), or Chairman, 
is to prefide at all meetings, with his hat on if he pleafes, 
to regulate the debates of the Society j to ftate and put 
queftions, both in the affirmative and negative, according 
to the fenfe and intention of the meeting j to check ir- 
regularities, and keep all perfons in order ; to dire6l fum- 
monfes for all extraordinary general meetings; and to 
execute, or fee to the execution of all the rules and orders 
of the Society. 

II. The Prefident, or any one of the Vicc-Prefidents, 
fhall fign receipts for the fubfcription money ; and any two 
or more of them are impowered to draw upon the Bank fof 
fuch fums of money as the Society fhall diredt.

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SECT. III. 

Bujinefi of the Secretary. 

t. rj E {hal! attend all meetings and committees of the 
^•* Society : he ftiall take down all minutes, and pro- 
duce them, fairly written, at the next enfuing meetings. 
He (hall read all letters, and other papers, fent or ccmmu- 
nicated to the Society; and tranflate them into Englifli, if 
they fliould be in any other language. He (hall prepare all 
anfwers, when ordered by the Society, in fuch language as 
Ihall be directed, and lay the fame before the Committee of 
Correfpondence for their examination, unlefs the Society 
{hall judge an immediate anfwer neceffary. He (hall pre- 
pare an annual hiftorical regifter of the tranfaiSions of the 
Society, beginning every year from Midfummer-day, and 
ending that day twelvemonth. This regifter (hall contain 
an account of all premiums beftowed, with the names of 
the perfons who have received them, digefted under proper 
heads ; what premiums the Society have engaged for the 
next and fucceeding years j the number of members, with 
the amount of their fubfcriptions, and money in Bank, as 
they ftood on Midfummer-day ; and what have been the ex- 
pences in officers, fervants, apartments, and workmen's and 
tradefmen's bills of all forts. He fhall prepare all lifts of pre- 
miums> lifts of members, advertifements, and other pub- 
lications ordered by the Society ; and take care that the 
fame be properly and correiSlly printed : and his name, or 
that of the Afli(tant Secretary, as by order of the Society, 
fhall befigned to all publications. He (hall make proper 
indexes to all the books of the Society. He (liall vifit 
manufactories, or apply te manufadturers for information 
when required by the Society ; and he (hall, as much as 
pofTible, endeavour to make himTelf acquainted with the 
nature and circumftances of the feveral arts and manufac- 
tures of this and other countries. 

If. The Secretary (hall read the whole of the Eleventh 
Seftion of the book of Rules and Orders, at the time 
when the (landing Committees are appointed to be declared 
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in the Society, and alfo at the opening of the bufinefs in 
the general committee of eledlion, ordered to be holden on 
the Friday following annually. And in confideration of 
his conilant attendance, abilities, and diligence, he fhall 
be paid a falary of one hundred and fifty pounds a year. 



SECT. IV. 

Buftnefs of the Ajftfiant Secretary. 

I. 'TpHE Afliftant Secretary fhall attend at all meetings 
*■ of the Society. He Ihall likewife attend commit- 
tees, when particularly ordered. He fliall tranfcribe fair, 
and examine with the originals, all the proceedings of 
the Society's meetings and committees, in the following 
books refpeSively, viz. Society's Minute-Book— Commit- 
tee Minute-Book — Memorandum Books — Copy>Book of 
letters received by the Society, and not fet afide-— Book of 
Rules and Orders — and Reward Book — And fhall pafte 
all letters and papers in the Guard Book, when fo or* 
dcred.— All the books and papers of the Society fhall b« 
kept at their office for the infpeflion of the members : 
and the Secretary, Affifiant Secretary, and Regifler, fhall 
each of them have a key to the prefTes : moreover, all 
papers fhall be copied in the fame office, that they may be 
at hand when wanted. — He fhall tranfcribe ill letters that 
have been prepared by the Secretary, and approved by the 
Society. As a fatisfa6lion for fuch fervices, he fhall be 
paid a falary of fifty pounds a year. 

II. Any Member, having obtained leave to take copies 
pf the proceedings or papers of the Society, fhall pay to 
the Affiftant Secretary, for writing the fame, after the rate 
«f two-pence for every hundred words. 
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SECT. V. 

Bujinefs of the Regtfter, 

I. 'TT'HE Regifter fliall have an apartment in the houfe 
■» of the Society, that he may be ready on the fpot 
to receive meflages, letters, and ail matters brought to the 
Society ; to anfwer all enquiries ; and deliver plans, lifts, 
i&c. to fuch members as fliall come or fend for them, of 
which he (hall take care to have a fufficient number. He 
fiiall have the cuftody and care of all the furniture, books, 
fuch papers as the Society (hall think proper, and other 
efFeds whatever, belonging to the Society. He fliall have 
the diredion of all the inferior fcrvants. He fliall receive 
and have charge of all the matters fent to the Society by 
candidates for premiums, and fliall enter them property,, 
at the time when delivered, in a book for that purpofe. He 
fliall keep a fair inventory of all the goods and effeSs of 
the Society, to be always ready when called for. He fliall 
keep an account of all ftationary ware, printed books, 
coals, candles, and all other particulars fent in by tradef- 
men, for the ufe of the Society, in a day-book for that 
purpofe ; and fliall enter the fame fairly, under their feveral 
heads, in another book, to be laid every month before the 
Committee of Accompts, as a check on tradefmen's bills. 
He fliall attend all meetings and committees of the Society, 
and inform them of ail matters, undec his department, 
neceflary for them to know. For all whirh fervices he 
fliall be paid a falary of fifty pounds a year ; and fifty 
pounds to pay the fervants, for cleaning the rooms and 
furniture, and the boys that attend the meetings of the 
Society and committees, and other incidental charges to 
which he is liable. 
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S E C T.. VI. 

Bvfmefi of the CoileRor. 

I. 'T^HE Colledor fliall give fuch fecurity as the Society 
■■■ fhall require, for the trutt repofed in him. He fliall 
coIle(St the fubfcription-money from the members as it be- 
comes due, paying all he colletts, over and above the fum 
of one hundred pounds, into the Bank of England, in the 
names of the two chairmen of the Commituee of Accompts 
for the time being ; which fum of one hundred pounds he 
may referve in his hands, to defray the current cxpences of 
the Soci&ty. He fhall attend all Committees of Accompts ; 
and at every meeting of the Society he (hall lay before them 
the Bank-book, with an account of what money he has re- 
ceived, paid, into the Bank, ^r remains in his bands. He 
{hall keep the cafli accompt of the Society, and draw out 
exail lifts of the members, with the funis contributed by 
each, and arrears due. • He fliall deliver to the chairmen of 
the Committee of Accompts, on the laft day of January, in 
every year, an, account of the members who have paid in the 
preceding year, as likewife how many were elcdted, de- 
clined, or remain in arrear in that year. For all which fer- 
vices he fliall be allowed one fliilling in the pound, on all 
i"uch contributions, but not on legacies and particular do- 
nations. 

II. And whereas a Collector, with whofe conduft the 
Society may be wjell fatisficd, may happen to be unavoidably 
prevented, through ficknefs or accident, from performing 
his duty, at a time when it may be prejudicial to the So- 
ciety to have the collection delayed ; or a Colkftor may 
have given fuch caufe of dillatisfadion as to render his fuf- 
penfion expedient, and the time requifite for a proper exa- 
mination into his conduft, before he may be either reftored 
or juftly removed, may occafion a prejudicial delay in the 
collection ; the Society, to obviate thele inconveniences, 
referve to thcmillvcs tlie power of fufpending, in the latter 
cafe, a Collector at any ordii;ary meeting when twenty mem-r 
bers at thelcaitareprcfent ; and, upon confirmation of fuch 
furpenfioi), of appointing, in cither of the faid cafes, a tem- 
porary Collector, which appointment fliall not require con- 
iirmation.

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SECT. VII. 

Mietings of the Society, 

I. *Tp HERE Ihall be four General Meetings every ye^r, 
■*• in the great room of the Society, at fix of the 
clock in the evening precifely; viz. on the third Wed - 
nefday in April, the feeond Wednefday in May, the fe- 
cond Wednefday in November, and the feeond Wednefday 
in December: At which meetings, or at any extraordi- 
nary general meetings only, if fifteen members at leaft 
are prefent, rules and orders for the government of the 
Society may be made and altered j and fuch rules, orders, 
and alterations, being approved at the next fucceeding ge- 
neral or extraordinary general meeting, fhall be valid and 
binding. 

II, An Extraordinary General Meeting may be called, 
if twenty members, at the leaft, are prefent, and the ma- 
jority fliall defire fuch extraordinary general meeting ; which 
extraordinary general meeting ih^U be advertifed three days 
fucceffively in two of the daily papers : and, if fifteen 
members are prefent, they may proceed to bufinefs. 

in. No propofition fliall be offered to the Society, as 
matter of new rule and order, or which fhall contain iri 
it an alteration, or amendment, of any eftabliflied rule and 
order, unlefs delivered in by a member, ten days bef<re a 
general meeting of the Society, to the Secretary, who 
fliall immediately caufe copies to be made of it, and to be 
hung up in the Society and Committee Rooms. Ac the 
next general meeting, the Secretary fliall, immediately after 
reading the minutes of the preceding meeting, read all fuch 
propofitions once ovtr, according to the order they h<ive 
been delivered in ; which propofitions fliall be read a feeond 
time, with a proper paufe after each ; and, if any of thofe 
propofitions be moved and feconded, it fliall then be taken 
into confideration. 

IV. All 
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IV. All new rules and orders, once pafled, are to 
be hung up in the Society's room till they are confirmed^ 
with the date when paifea the firft time, and when to be 
Confirmed. 

V. All new rules and orders flraH be figned by the 
Prefident, or the Vice-Prefident, and underfigned by the 
Secretary, and hung up in the Society-room and Com'- 
mittee-roora, for the information of the members, till 
fuch time as they are inferted in (heir proper places in th« 
fubfequent printed book of rules and orders. 

VI. The Ordinary Meetings of the Society flwll be held 
on Wednetday, in every week, at fix of the clock in the 
evening preciiiely, from the fourth Wednefday in O^ber, 
to the nrft Wednefday in June ; and from the firft Wed- 
fiefday in June, to the fourth Wednefday in 0<Slober, 
there (hall be no meeting of the Society, uniefs railed by 
the Prefident, or two Vice-Prefidcnts, on extraordinary 
occafions ; and proper notice given thereof in the daily pa- 
pers : and, if at fuch ordinary meetings there fliould be 
prefent eleven or more members, they may proceed on bu- 
iineft ; but* in cafe there £hould not be eleven members pre- 
fent at fcren o'clock, they may proceed on bufiaeft with 
nioe members only. And the faid meetings fhall have 
power to appoint fuch committcs as they think neceflary. 

VII. An extraordinary meeting, for the doing of common 
'^ufinefs only, may be at any time ordered by the Society 
in th£ fame method as an extraordinary general meeting. 

SECT. VHI. 

OrJer t/tbe Prateeditigs tftht Stcitty, 

I. *T' HE book of Rules and Orders, lift of premiums 
-*- and of members, (hall lie upon the table before the 
Prefident, or prefiding memlier, at all meetings } and be- 
fore the Chairman, at all committees. 

II. EaeJi 
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II. Each member is at liberty, before fhe Prefident, 
Vice-Prefident, or prefiding member, takes the chair, to 
deliver to the Secretary, in writing, the names of no- 
more than two pcrfons whom he defires to be admitted au 
ditors at that meeting ; which names the Secretary fhal 
enter in a lift, together with the name of thepropofer. The 
lift Oiall be read as foon as the chair is taken ; and, if not 
objefted to, the Regifter fhall carry the fame to the Com- 
mittee-Room, and there call over the feveral names, when 
the perfons allowed to be prefent may enter the great room, 
and feat themfelves among the members, but fhall not be 
permitted to debate or vote. 

III. Perfons defirous of being admitted auditors, are to 
remain in the Committee-Room, untif their names are 
called over by the Regifter. 

IV. No perfon to be admitted an auditor at any meeting 
of the Society, unl6ft introduced by a member; nor {halt 
any member propofe an auditor to be admitted, after the 
chair is taken. 

V. No auditor to be adhiitted at the ipeetingS of the 
Society but thoft who fball have obtained leave of the So- 
ciety, or members of the Societies of the fame kind in Scot- 
land and Ireland. 

VI. No member, whofe fubfcription fliall be beyond the 
current year in arrear, fliall be at liberty to propofe an 
auditor to be prefent at any meeting of the Society-; and 
the Colleftor is diretSled to attend to this circumftance. 

VII. At all nreetmgs, bufinefs ihall begin at fix o'clock 
in the evening, with reading the minutes of the preceding 
meeting; but no part of (uch minutes fhall be difcufled 
till the whole has been read through. 

VIII. Candidates fhall be ballotted for ; and, d*)ring,the 
t^l'lot, the bufinefs of the evening fhall be proceeded on; 

IX. Tho 
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-IX. The minutes fliall be read a fecond time ; and no 
Other matter fliall be propofed till the faid minutes have 
been difcuffed, article by article : and all parts of the mi- 
nute«, which are not objedled to at the fecond reading, Ihall 
iland confirmed. 

X. The Prefident, after the firft, and alfo after the fe- 
cond reading of the minutes, is to declare, that no perfon 
is a member, unlefs his firft fubfcription has been paid. 
And no perfon (hall be entitled to be prefent at any meeting 
or committee, whofe fubfcription fliall be at any time for 
two full years in arrear. 

XI. Reports from committees fliall be made; and the ad- 
journment of thofe committees, which have not finiflied the 
bufinefs referred to them, fhall be declared to the Society. 

XII. All reports from the different committees fliall be 
made to the Society in fucceflion, accordin<; to their re- 
fpeftive dates, unlefs when ordered oiherwife by the So- 
ciety. 

XIII. A report from a committee, except in the cafe of 
a bounty, fliall tiot be recommitted, but by a majority of 

two thirds. 

XIV. The report from the Committed of Accompts is 
to be made between the firft and fecond reading of the nii- 
nutes, the next Wednefday fuccceding the audit. 

XV. New matter to be confidcred. 

XV I. The Prefident, or prefiding member, fliall then 
fead over to the Society the fubje<Sts the committees are 
to difcufs the following days. 

XVII. Letters to be read. 

XVIII. No queftion fliall be put on any motion, unlefs 
the motion be fecondcd. 

XIX. No 
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XIX. No motion fhall be permitted, for the repealing 
any confirmed refolution of the Society, till fuch refolution 
has been in force three months j nor fliall any motion that 
has been rejefted be made again, till after three months 
from the time of its rejection. 

XX. No new propofition fliall be entered upon after ten 
of the clock at night, 

XXI. No member, on any pretence whatfoever, {hall be 
at liberty to move, that he may have leave to make a mo- 
tion after ten of the clock. 

XXII. No premium fliall be offered to the public, unlefs it 
has been approved of by a committee, and agreed to by the 
Society, at one meeting ; if the premium fliall have been 
already publiflied, in tht: Society's tran(a£l:ions,orat two meet- 
ings pf the Society, if it be a new premium ; and no pre- 
mium or bounty fliall be given to any candidate, unlefs the 
Society, at two meetings, fliall be fatisfied that fuch candi- 
date does really deferve the fame. 

XXIII. When any propofal is made for a premium or 
reward, and the motion made and fcconded, it fliall be de- 
livered to the chair in writing, and the fame fliall be read 
twice. 

XXIV. No motion fliall be made for the difpcnfmg with 
any condition of a premium as offered in the advertifement, 
on any pretence whatever. 

XXV. No motion fliall be admitted to be made for the 
lending any of the machines of the Society, on any pre- 
tence whatever. 

XXVI. No propofition fliall be carried into execution 
till it is approved and confirmed by the Society at two fub- 
fequent meetings ; but, if a negative be put upon an affir- 
mative propofition, or a negative propofition be agreed to, 
fuch decifions fliall not require confirmation. 

XXVII. If, at the fecond reading of a propofition, any 
alteration fliall be made by way of amendment, fuch altera- 

c 
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tion fhall not want the confirmation of'ahother meeting, 
unlefs the Society fhall increafe a premium, bounty, or. any 
other expence ; in which cafe it (hall require the confir- 
mation of another meeting. 

XXVIII. No member fliall be permitted to be on the 
area or fpace between the tables, while the Society is pro- 
ceeding on bufinefs ; nor (hall any member ftand up within 
the feats, unlefs it be to fpeak, or to go from, or return tQ 
his place therein. 

XXIX. When any member fpeaks, he fhall ftand up 
and addrefs himfelf to the chair, and the reft fh^ll remain 
filent. 

XXX. When two or more offer to fpeak together, the 
Prefident, or prefiding member, fliall determine who fhall 
fpeak firft. 

XXXI. At all meetings of the Society, no member fhall 
fpeak more than once on one and the fame queftion, unlefs 
called upon from the chair to explain himfelf; excepting 
only the original propofer of any new motion^ who fhall be 
allowed the privilege of replying once on fhch occafion, 

XXXII. The member that fpeaks to order fhall be firft 
lieard. 

XXXIII. When a matter is in debate, if any member 
fpeaks to new bufinefs, the Prefident or prefiding member 
fhall interrupt him. 

XXXIV. When, on any queftion^ an equal number of 
hands appear to be held up for and againft the fame, the 
Prefident, or prefiding member, (hall appoint two members 
to count and report the numbers to the chair. 

XXXV. In all meetings and committees, the Prefident, 
or prefiding member, fhall only vote when the fufFrages are 
equal. 

XXXVI. The 
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XXXVI. The opinion of the Society fliall be taken by 
ballot, inftead of hands held up, if defired by five members. 

XXXVII. A divifion fliall not be granted, but upon the 
requeft of fix members. 

XXXVIII. No new matter, either rcfpefting the govern- 
ment of the Society, or the meafures for the improvement 
of arts, manufaftures, and commerce, fhuli be received, 
unlefs it be laid before the Society in writing. 

XXXIX. At every meeting of the Society, all the refo- 
lutions of fuch meeting fhall- be taken down at large, and 
read aloud by the Afliftant Secretary immediately after they 
have been refpeiStively agreed to. 

XL. No meeting fliall be adjourned until the majority 
of the members prefent, upon the queftion being put and 
feconded, fhall agree thereto ; nor fhall the queiiion be 
put until the names of the candidates propoied at fuch 
meeting have been read. 



SECT. IX. 

Order of Proceedings at a General or an Extracnlinary General 
Meeting.

'T' HE minutes of the preceding ordinary meeting fliall 
•■■ be read. 



II. The Prefident, or prefiding member, fhall then de- 
clare the meeting to be a general or an extraordinary gene- 
ral meeting. 

III. The minut"s of the preceding general meeting fhall 
be read the firft time ; and, after a fhoi t paufe, fhall be read 
a fecond timej when fuch parts as are not objedcd to fhall 
fiand confirmed.

SECT. X. 

EkSlion of Members, 

I. "^^ O perfon is to be propofed for a member, unlefs 
■^^ recommended by three members ; and the name* 
place of abode, and addition of the perfon recommended* 
fhall be delivered in, figned by the propofers, which fhaU 
be read by the Secretary, who fliall infert the name in a 
lift of candidates, to be hung up in the Society and com- 
mittee rooms, untilthe next meeting of the Society, at which 
fuch perfons fliall be ballottcd for, provided there be feven 
days between the meetings : the names of the propofers, to- 
gether with the name and addition of the perfon to be bal- 
lottcd for, fliall be put upon tlie ticicet, placed on the box, 
during the time of fuch ballot. The Regifter having a fuf- 
ficient number of balls, fliall give one to each of the pre- 
fent balloting members ; and, if two thirds of the niembers 
then voting (hall ballot in his favour, he fliall be deemed a 
perpetual member, upon payment of twenty guineas at one 
payment ; or a fubfcribing member, upon payment of any 
fum, not lefs than two guineas annually (BB.) Peers 
of the Realm, and Lords of Parliament, defirous of becoming 
members of this Society, fhall, on their being propofed at 
any meeting of the Society, be immediately ballotted for. 

II. In eleflion of members, a fecond ballot fliall be 
granted, if immediately demanded. 

III. Every perfon, upon his eleftion, is to pay his fub- 
fcription money; or one of the members is at liberty to make 
the depofit in his name, in cafe of abfence. 

\W. Every 
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IV, Every member fhall pay his fubfcription money In 
arrear within one month after he has been applied to by 
letter from the Colleclor for that purpofe, according to the 
copy annexed (C) ; and no perfon (hall be entitled to debate, 
or vote, at any meeting or committee, until his fubfcrip- 
tion for the current year, and all arrears, are paid ; and no 
perfon fhall be entitled to be prefent at any meeting, or 
committee, whofe fubfcription (hall be at any time for two 
full years in arrear : yet as feveral, jvho have declined con- 
tinuing their fubfcriptions for a time, may be again defirous 
of becoming members, but by the foregoing rule and order 
feem to fee precluded until their arrears fhall be di/charged, 
it is hereby ordered, that any fuch perfon fhall be capable of 
being re-eleded a member of the Society, in the fame man- 
ner, and on the fame terms, as if he had never been a mem- 
ber before. 

V. When any perfon is ele£ted a member, the Secretary 
{hall immediately inform him thereof by a letter (D) j 
and the Colledor fhall wait upon him if in town, and 
carry a printed book of rules and orders, and the lift of 
premiums. 

VI. The names of fuch perfons as have not paid their 
firft fubfcription-money, are to be omitted in the lift of 
members. 

VII. Foreigners, or perfons who do not refi.le in Great 
Britain, may be elcftcd by ballot corrcfponding members 
of this Society, without being fubjeft to any annual pay- 
ment ; and fliall be admitted to the meetin2;s and commit- 
tees of the Society during their rtfidencc here, provided fuch 
refidence docs not exceed three months at one time ; but 
fhall not be permitted to vote. 

VIII. On eleflion of any perfon to be a correfpondin'»' 
member of this Society, a letter fhall be written by the Se^ 
cretary, acquainting him therewith ; and the Secretary, in 
fuch letter, (hall inclofe him an exact copy of the ftaiiding 
rule and order, *' That no member of this Society fhall 
" hereafter be a candidate for, or entitled to receive, any 
♦' premium, bounty, or reward, except the honorary medals 

" of 
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«• of the Society j" and alfo, that the Society rc^ueft thei' 
correfponding members, as often as (hall be convenient, to 
favour them with accounts of fuch ufeful difcoveries, or 
improvements in any of the polite or economical arts, as 
may come to their knowledge. 



SECT. XI. 

Of Committees. 

I. 'X'HE ftanding Committees for the year fhall be dc- 
■'• clared, and the members thereof (hall be named by 
the Society, at eight o'clock, on the firft Wednefday in 
March ; and a general committee of eleftion, to which the 
chairmen and members of the feveral committees ihall be 
cfpecially fummoned, {hall meet on the Friday next enfuing, 
to take into their confideration the choofing two chairmen 
to each of the feveral committees for the following year, and 
report their names to the Society on the fecond Wednefday 
in March, as proper perfons to ferve as chairmen in the re- 
fpedtive committees, under the titles of which they {hall 
be feverally inferted as follows :

Agriculture. 

Chemiftry, Dying, and Mineralogy* 

Polite and Liberal Arts. 

Manufaftures. 

Mechanicks.

And that they report and recommend them as fuch to the 
Society, to be elected at their annual election of o{H- 
cers, to be holden on the twenty-fecond day of the fame 
month. 

II. Nine committee minute-books are to be kept ; one 
for each of the above-mentioned committees. 

in. Two 
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III. Two chairmen fhall be elefted, by ballot, for the 
committee of accompts, committee for mifcellaneous mat- 
ters, committee of correfpondence and papers, and each 
clafs of the committee of premiums, feverally ; who ihall 
prefide for that year, when prefent, in the order they are 
named ; and, in cafe neither of the faid chairmen fhould 
be prefent at their refpedive committees, any other mem- 
ber fhall be appointed, by the committee, chairman for the 
occafion. 

IV. Committees fhall not take up any matter, unlefs re- 
ferred to them by the Society. 

V. All committees fhall be fummoned, and the mat- 
ters referred to them fhall be fpecified in the refpe<Slive 
fummonfes. 

VI. All committees fhall have power to adjourn them- 
felvcs as they think fit; and, notwithftanding particular 
gentlemen are named for each committee, every member is 
of every committee. 

VII. If a member (hall fignify to the Secretary his inten- 
tion to attend any committee, he (hall be fummoned to it ; 
and the Secretary fhall be directed to fummon fuch other 
members as the chairman apprehends moll converfant in 
the bufmefs to come before them ; which bufinefs alfo fhall 
be declared in the fummons : and three members fhall con- 
ftitute a committee. 

VIII. In order that every member may be the better in- 
formed of the times of the meetings of the feveral com- 
mittees, in general cafes they are fixed in the following 
manner: 

Committees of Correfpondence and Agriculture, on 
Mondiiy. 

Colonies and Trade, and Manufactures, on Tuefday. 

Mcchanicks, on Thurfday. 

Polite Arts, on Friday. 

Chcmiftry, on Saturday. 

^ccompts, in the firft week in every month. 
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IX. It is the duty of a chairman to 6bferv6, that no, 
^uedion be put in a committee, unlefs three members are 
prefent; and, before an adjournment of fuch committee, 
or report concluded, that the minutes be read, and figned 
by the chairman, who fliall certify, that three members at 
leaft were prefent. And the chairman is requefted to at- 
tend the reports of the committee in which he preflded, 
when fuch reports arc made to the Society. 

X. The chairman fhall take care that regular meetings 
of the committee be appointed, and fliall make their re- 
ports perfe£l, and without blanks, at the next meeting of 
the Society ; but, in cafe, upon appointment of a committee, 
a fufficient number do not attend, the chairman is required 
to appoint another day, and ihall dire£t the Secretary to 
fummon the committee on a future day, at a diftance of not 
lefs than three days inclufive. 

XI. There fliall be conflantly hung up in the Society's 
room and committee-room, a lift of all committees, fpeci- 
fying the bufmefs they are to confider, and the days they 
are appointed to meet. 

XII. No pecuniary or other reward fhall be given to any 
candidate for a premium or bounty, for his trouble or at- 
tendance on any committee, to whom fuch matter fhall be 
referred by tlie Society, for their confideration, unlefs by 
order of the Society. 

XIII. All references to the feveral committees fliall be 
entered in the rei'pedtive committee-books, in one lift, at 
the beginning of fuch books, in order that the fubje6ts of 
them may be regularly taken up. 

XIV. Lifts of reports that are ready to be made, or 
ftanding for confirmation, with their dates, fliall always be 
hung up in the Great room. 

XV. Every committee fliall direft the Secretary to 
write to one or more of the perfons fubfcribing any cer- 
tificate in claim of a premium in Great Britain, or to 

4 fuch 
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fuch other perfon as the committee may think proper, for 
a further information of the truth of fuch certificate', 
and fhall wait for an anfwer as to the reality of their 
having figned the fame, before the adjudication of fuch 
premium. 



SECT. xir. 

Of Rewards. 

I. 'TpHE chief objefls of the attention and encourage- 
■'• ment of the Society, in the application of their 
rewards, are, ingenuity in the feveral branches of the po- 
lite and liberal arts; ufeful inventions, difcoveries, or im- 
provements in agriculture, manufa£lures, mechanicks, and 
chemiflry ; or the laying open any fuch to the public ; and, 
in general, all fuch ufeful inventions, difcoveries, or im- 
provements, as may appear to have a tendency to the ad- 
vantage of trade and commerce. 

II. The Society referve to themfelves the power of 
giving, in all cafes, fuch part only of any premium as the 
performance fhall be judged to deferve, or referving the 
whole, if there be no merit. 

in. No premium fliall be propofed after the third 
Wednefday in Adarch j and no report from a committee 
for continuing an old, or eftablilhing a new premium, 
ihall be read in the Society after the lecond Wednefday in 
April; on or before which day, all premiums fhall be con- 
firmed, and finally concluded on. 

IV. No member of this Society fhall be a candidate 
for, or entitled to receive, any premium, bounty, or te- 
ward whatfoever, except only the honorary medal of the 
Society. 

V. No member, who is a candidate for the honorary 
premium, or medal, of this Society, fhall be of the com- 
mitttee to which fuch matter may be referred 3 or ever 
prefent at their fittings, while the fubjetl is under con- 

D fideratio;). 
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fidcration, unlefs caUed in to anfwer fuch queftions as 
;he committee may propofe : nor fliall any fuch candidate 
be prefent in the Society when the matter is before them, 
whether in debate, or for determination, unlefs called in. 
Which rules all members, being fuch candidates, are 
ftri£tly to obferve, under penalty of forfeiting their title 
to fuch medal, notwithilanding any determination of the 
Society in their favour. 

VI. If any member fliall be afterwards found to have 
tranfgrefled the rules mentioned in the preceding refolii- 
tioiis, by the means of a borrowed or fi(3;itious name, fuch 
member fhall be expelled the Society. 

Vlf. No member, who is the father or mafter of a can- 
didate for a premium, bounty, or reward, nor any perfon 
anywife lucr .tively inteicfted in fuch an event, fhall be 
of the committee to which fuch matter is referred; nor 
prefent in the Society when it is under confideration, un- 
lefs called in, under penalty of excluding fuch child, fcho- 
lar, apprentice, or fervant, from all title to any fuch pre- 
mium, bounty, or reward, notwithilanding a determination 
of the Society in their favour. 

VIII. A candidate for a premium, or perfon applying 
for a bounty, being detected in any difingenuous methods 
to impofe on the Society, fliall forfeit any fuch premium or 
bounty, and be deemed incapable of obtaining any for the 
future. 

IX. No candidate fliall be prefent at any meetings of 
the Society or committees, or admitted at the Society's 
rooms, after they have delivered in their claims, till fuch 
claims are adjudged, unlefs fummoned by the committee, 
under forfeiture ot the premium, or bounty, for which they 
are candidates. 

X. No machine, or model of a machine, fliall be ad- 
mitted to claim a premium, unlefs the whole, and every 
part thereof, fhall be delivered into the Society's office at 
or before the time appointed by the Society. And, if any 

candidate

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candidate fliall fecretly make addition to, or alteration in 
his machine or model, otherwife than- by repairing and put- 
ting the feveral parts together, after it is lodged with the 
Society, he fliali, on difcovery, be deemed incapa'Dle of re- 
ceiving any premium. 

Xli The Society ftiall, whenever they think proper, de- 
fire the affiftance of liicii gfiiticmen, manufacturers, or 
others, though not members of it, as fliail be deemed .bed 
able to judge of, and difcover, tlie truth and value of 
any matter or thing for which a premium has been claimed. 

XII. No medal, or fum of money, fhall be given as a 
bounty, or reward, for any thing not mentioned in the 
lifl: of premiums, at any time, unlefs fifteen members 
are prefent ; and the majority, to beftow fuch medal or 
fum of money, (hall confift of two thirds, at leaft, of the 
members then prefent j the fame to be confirmed by ballot. 

Xni. If a claim for a premium fhall be rejedled by 
the Society, no motion ftiall be made for giving to the 
candidate, in lieu of fuch premium, any bounty of equal 
honour or value with the premium offered. 

XIV. No perfon {hall receive any premium, or bounty, 
from the Society, for any matter for which he has obtained 
or propofes to obtain a patent. Nor fliall any model or 
machine, for which a patent has been obtained, or is pro- 
pofed to be obtained, be admitted mto the repository of the 
Society. 

SECT. XIII. 

Refolutions, 

I. 'T^HAT all models of machines, which obtain pre- 
■*• miums or bounties, for the future, be the property 
of the Society. 

II. In the lift of the members, after the name of each 
member, his addition arid place of abode are to be inferted. 

D a III. With 
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III. With the lift of premiums, an account of all the 
medals, premiums, and bounties, which have been given 
by the Society the preceding year, to whom, and for what 
purpofes, (hall be printed annually. 

IV. The committee of correfpondence are at liberty, 
from time to time, to refer fuch letters as they eflecm 
proper to the refpedtivc committees, without reporting 
them to the Society, in order to be referred to fuch com- 
mittee; except fuch as propofe the granting any new pre- 
mium or bounty. 

V. All the books of the proceedings, correfpondence, 
&c, of the Society, fliall be kept in the Society's office, to 
be infpecled by members at any reafonable hour; the Rc- 
glRer having, for that end, a key to the prcffes. 

Vr. Members wifliing to obtain copies of papers belong- 
ing to the Society, (hall give a lift of fuch papers as they 
want, which lifts (hall be read by the Secretary. 

Vir. All the written accounts, for which any premium 
is offered and given, or for which the Society have given 
a bounty, (hall be publiflied; fuch accounts being firft re- 
ferred to a committee, to prepare them for publication, 

Vlir. That the Society do not, under the notion of 
varnifhing, touching, or on any account whatever, fufter 
any painter, except Mr. Barry, to meddle with the (cries 
of jiictures in the Great Room. 

IX. No perfon (hall be permitted to make any (ketches, 
linifhed drawings, or paintings, from any of the ("eiies of 
pictures in the Society's Great Room, painted by Mr. Barry, 
either in part or the whole. And the officers of the Society 
are ordered, and ftrictly enjoined, to prevent all attempts 
of the kind, whenever they may difcover them to be made 
Cither by members or ('.rangers. 

X. No perfon (hail be permitted to make any (ketches, 
fini(hcd drawings, or painting?, from any ftatues, bufts, 

cafts. 
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cafts, drawings, prints or pictures, in the Society's pofief- 
fion, without leave being firft obtained from the Society. 

N. B. In cafe any perfon (hall be inclinable to leave a 
fum of money to this Society by will, the following 
form is offered for that purpofe :
